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If the old cliche “third time is the charm” holds 
true for Washington State’s punter Gavin Hedrick, 
then look out opponents. 

Gavin has steadily improved his punting since 
coming to WSU two years ago and his goals are 
set higher for this season. 

As a freshman out of Costa Mesa, Calif., Hed- 
rick was second in the Pacific-8 with a 41.1 aver- 
age and 15th in the nation with a long of 60 yards. 


His sophomore year was more promising. He 
set two punting records while leading the Pacific- 
8 and ranking fourth in the nation with 44.7 yards 
per kick average. His season long was an 83- 
yarder against California. 

Distance is an important factor for a punter but 
the hang time is just as critical. And to Gavin that 
is his number one goal this season, to increase his 
hang time. 

“I hope to have my hang time up to 4.8 or 5 
seconds this fall,’ commented the psychology ma- 
jor. 

And to get that additional height in the punt 
you need to concentrate. 
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“You have to be precise when punting,” said 
the tall junior. “The way you drop the ball and the 
precise spot you hit it makes the difference in a 
lot of yards. The important thing with technique 
is to keep your body and leg in one straight line.” 

Gavin has had to prove himself to two different 
coaches to get where he is today. 

In the fall of 1970, his high school coach 
wouldn't even let him try out for punter on the 
freshman team. 

“My frosh year they had another guy they want- 
ed to punt so they told me to forget it,’’ Hedrick 
recalls. “Before the season started they only let 
me attempt two punts in practice. | never got a 
chance.” 

However, he got his break when the other kick- 
er was called up to the varsity. With no one else 
left Gavin got the job and averaged over 40 yards 
per kick—a good average for anyone, let alone a 
freshman. 

His days of playground kick ball and Pop War- 
ner football had paid off. From there, things got 
even better. By the time he was a senior he was 
averaging 42.5 and was earning All-American prep 
honors as an outside linebacker. 

He was All-League and All-County and played 
for the South in the Orange County All-Star Game 
his senior year. 

Last winter Gavin was a passenger in a one 
car accident that put him in the hospital with a 
broken jaw and arm and damaged vertabras. 

He bounced back and was in full swing for 
spring football in April. The 6-3, 186 junior had a 
good spring with punts in the distant 40’s and 
some 50 yarders.

Sherrill is the youngest of 
eight children and his real 
name is “Jackie.” “Our part 
of the country is full of Bob- 
by, Genes and Billy Joes,” 
says Sherrill. He also admits 
the name has caused some 
confusion. In junior high his 
name was found on the fe- 
male roster, and when he 
went to Alabama his records 
still were marked female. 


“A football coach at Ala- 


bama said he was called on 
the carpet for giving the 
first football scholarship to a 
female,” Sherrill remembers. 


He started his collegiate 
career interested in medi- 
cine but switched to busi- 
ness, Although he earned a 
teacher's __ certificate, he 
helped out coaching as a 
graduate assistant. 


“I found | enjoyed it. | 
guess the coaching kind of 
crept up on me,” Sherrill 
says. 

His stern looks and repu- 
tation indicate he is a strong 
disciplinarian. He is. But not 
without a sense of humor. 


Once when Pitt was sched- 
uled to play Florida State's 
Seminoles, Sherrill went to 
practice wearing an Indian 
outfit. He brought some tom- 
tom players and started dan- 
cing. 

Majors, who was in on the 
joke, then whipped out a cap 
pistol and shot him.

Jackie Sherrill promised to throw the football when he ac- 
cepted the head job at Washington State, and if spring prac~- 
tice is any indication, it will be up, up and away when the 
Cougars open their season Sept. 11 at Kansas. 


Every spring scrimmage saw the football in the air 50- 
plus times and the completion ratio around 60 per cent. 


Sherrill feels some of his best athletes are at quarterback 
and wide receiver, and the moving of Bob Gregor from the 
secondary to flanker gave the receiver corps even more 
depth. 


John Hopkins, Wally Bennett and Jack Thompson will 
provide the arms while the receiver list includes starter Brian 
Kelly, lettermen Mike Levenseller, Bevan Maxey, Bob Brat- 
kowski, red shirt Jim Hagensen and sophomore Joel Cooper. 


Bennett started the Kansas game, but suffered a knee 
injury in the third quarter and was through for the season. 
Hopkins started eight games, missing two because of broken 
ribs suffered in the opening series against UCLA, and 
Thompson demonstrated his ability to pass when he re- 
placed Hopkins against the Bruins. 


Hopkins finished with 1,022 passing yards while Bennett 
was 10-15 for 135 against Kansas and Thompson completed 
16 of 34 attempts for 218 yards against UCLA. 


Kelly led the Cougars and was ninth in the league with 
28 catches while Levenseller came on strong at the end of 
the year. He finished with 11 catches and his 18.3 yards per 
catch tied Eason Ramson for the Cougars’ lead, 
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"... they'll run, too.” 


To balance the passing, Sherrill returns Dan Doornink, 
who as a tailback, set a school sophomore rushing record 
of 607 net yards. Doornink, however, is expected to spend 
his junior season at fullback where he will be backed by 
red shirt Kesel Thompson and sophomore Mike Doerfler. 


At the end of spring practice, Harold Gillum was at the 
No. 7 running back spot with Toby Tisby right behind. Both 
lettered as freshmen. Gillum broke a 79-yard run his fresh- 
man year and averaged 6.2 yards per carry in 21 tries while 
Tisby averaged almost 4.0 yards per try. 


The re-construction of the offensive line began in spring 
practice and probably will continue over into the fall. Sev- 
eral of the incoming freshmen have the physical credentials 
to play, and will be given long looks this fall. 


Bob Hill, who started all 11 games at left guard, is the 
only returning full time starter, Jon DesPois and Dave Tobin, 
who shared the center spot, also are back. 


Other guard candidates include lettermen Larry Finan and 
Kevin Stephenson and Del LaLuc at tackle. In an effort to 
strengthen the tackle spots Sherrill moved Noel Barnes from 
defense and he worked both there and at center during the 
spring. 

When spring drills ended Finan and Hill were at guards, 
DesPois at center and squad members Dave Lemke and Ke- 
vin Fidel were the No. 1 tackles. 

Ramson heads the tight end candidates, and looked very 
impressive in spring practice. Backing him will be Ron Bull, 
who lettered as a freshman squad member, and Jamie Haase. 


Changes in defense 


The defense will have a new look as Sherrill plans a five- 
man front with two inside linebackers. The line, just as on 
offense, needs rebuilding and Sherrill came out of spring 
practice feeling he needs more depth at linebackers. 


Tim Ochs, a three-year starter, is the only true veteran in 
the line, but sophomores Terry Anderson and George Yarno 
were pressed into action as late-season starters during their 
freshman debuts. 

Dan Reardon and Tom Thompson, both sophomores, were 
holding down the end positions—which are similar to out- 
side linebackers—at the end of spring practice with Ochs 
and Anderson at the tackles. Yarno, who suffered a knee 
injury that kept him out the final spring practices and Mark 
Chandless, another sophomore, were competing for the nose 
guard position. 

The line will undergo further scrutiny in early fall and 
again incoming freshmen could work their way into the pic- 
ture. 

Backup line help already available include Gordon Huff- 
man, Gary Knight, Barry Zanck, Ed Arnhold and Dave McVey, 
all non-lettermen. Lee Braach, who skipped spring practice 
while setting a school high jump record, also will be back 
and will press to start at one of the end spots. 

Sophomores Terry Gilmore and Raleigh Fletcher were 
starting at the linebackers at the end of spring practice, but 
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waiting in the wings are lettermen Jerry Payne and Dean 
Pedigo. Payne, who missed part of 1975 with a neck injury, 
missed spring ball with a lower back problem, but expects 
to be ready in the fall. 

His return would do a great deal to bolster the lineback- 
ing situation. 

Sherrill felt the secondary was one of the deepest posi- 
tions on the team. Cornerback Ken Greene and safety Mark 
Patterson both return in starting roles, and Don Schwartz 
has considerable experience at monster, Patterson, however, 
suffered a knee injury that required surgery in spring prac- 
tice. His return to form by fall again is expected but not as- 
sured. 

In Patterson’s absence the final two weeks John Tropp- 
mann and Art Galloway received a chance to display their 
wares and were impressive. Galloway was another of Sher- 
rill’s position changes that proved so successful. He had 
been a tailback for two years before moving to defense. 

The kicking game will be among the best in the con- 
ference. Punter Gavin Hedrick led the Pacific-8 with a 44.7 
average while kicker Chuck Diedrick set a school record 
with four field goals in the Kansas opener.

USC OUTLOOK 


Although USC lost four straight games after a 7-0 start 
last year, the Trojans have a big win to build on and a flock 
of talented, experienced players to build with. 

The big win came in the Liberty Bowl, when Heisman 
Trophy candidate Ricky Bell led USC to a 20-0 blitz on Texas 
A&M, the nation’s leading defensive team. 

The experience which includes unanimous All-American 
Bell, and the return of 14 starters, eight on offense and six 


on defense among 28 lettermen. 


The Trojans only gradu- 


ated 14 lettermen and eight starters. 

The tireless Bell, the nation’s leading rusher, accounted 
for an incredible 49.7 per cent of USC’s total offense with 
his 1,957 yards on the ground. The 6-2, 218 pounder, repre- 
sents 65 per cent of all the Trojans’ rushing yards. 

Senior quarterback, Vince Evans, is one of the 14 return-
